Mr. Ford does not credit education with giving 
what it is supposed to give. We read: “It would be a 
fine thing if school could give what so many think it 
ought to give. No amount of study in school or in col- 
lege can take the place of experience. The theory that 
cducation puts one abreast of the times so that one may 
start without a heavy handicap or that it develops 
power so that one may start with some knowledge of 
capabilities is very good.

This is a serious indictment of education by a gentleman 
who has done pretty well without much schooling.

Jewett did something besides play football and make track 
records at Notre Dame. Hiram G. Jackson was a Cornell 
man, and so was Eugene B. Clark. 

On the other hand, John Hertz was not a college man, 
nor were many other successful executives of big business. 
A complete list of college-educated men and of men who 
did not go to high school would not prove anything. The 
really ambitious man, backed by ability and opportunity, 
will succeed in spite of being handicapped by an education, 
or by lack of it.

CAR SALES FAIR 


Bg otal of 231 for Week 
‘ Shows Gains Over 
Recent Figures 


Salt Lake City, Oct. 23.—The 
tales of new cars here are hold- 
ing up rather well and are higher 

. than they were two weeks ago. 
During the week ended October 
16 a total of 231 new passencer 
automobiles was registered at the 
State capitol. Twenty-two man- 
ufacturers were represented. 

Fords led the list with 
istrations; Chevrolets were second 
with 36, and Buicks third with 18. 
As lias been the case all the year 
there was a good sprinkling of 
cash sales. Business was fairly well 
balanced between town and coun- 
try, with Salt Lake City and its im- 
mediate retail trade territory a lit- 
tle ahead. 

The weather is exceptionally 
Warm and dry for this season of 
the year, and this is helping the 
used-car situation somewhat, but 
there are still too many used ma- 
chines on the market for the good 
of the industry. Prices have been 
somewhat affected, too, by special 
sales conducted under the auspices 
of two finance companies. 


CROP MARKETS AFFECT 
SALES IN CAROLINA: 


Charlotte, N. C., Oct. 
collapse of the cotton market, 
exerting a depressing effect on 
all lines of business, caused a 
sudden slump of considerable 
proportions in the demand for 
antomobiles in the Carolinas, but 
business was continuing brisk 
early in the last half of the 
month, according to reports ob- 
tained from distributors here. 

The distributors at Charlotte, 
which is one of the _ principal 
Southern distributing centers, uni- 
formly reported that their busi- 
ness so far this year has been rec- 
ord-breaking, and, even if the de- 
mand through the remainder of 
the year falls materially below that 

- for the same months of last year, 
the totals of sales will be equal to 
those of 1925. 

The decrease in the demand, as 
experienced by distributors here, is 
regarded as due in a large part to 
the responsiveness of the South 
Carolina trade to the trend of the 
cotton market. In North Carolina, 
where there is a much -greater di- 
versity of industry, and where a 
great tobacco crop is being sold at 
unusually high prices, the buyers 
of automobiles are remaining in 
the market with only slightly de- 
cre: ised numbers.

Washington, Oct. .23.—Repre- 
sentatives of the Dunlop tire in- 
terests in India are active in 
indueing motor car dealers to 
demand Dunlop equipment of all 
ears shipped from the United 
States and Canada, Trade Com- 
missioner Charles B. Spofford, 
Jdr., at Calcutta, has informed the 
rubber division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 


“As many of the dealers in India 
for American motor cars are Brit- 
ish subjects, there is a natural in- 
clination for these dealers to fur- 
ther Dunlop interests br offering 
them monetary fees,’ he peports. 

The rubber division of the de- 
partment today made public re- 
ports from a large number of for- 
eign tire makers. 

Sales during September in the 
Philippines were better than 
previous months and excceded 
the corresponding period of last 
year. In Berlin negotiations are 
under way between German and 
American tire manufacturers to 
reach an accord on uniform 
prices, the agreement to effect 
only prices and discounts and 
become operative November 1.

DVERTISING is the life of trade, in these days of keen | 
competition. The state of Florida has noticed this | 
and purposes to cash in on the knowledge. A suggestion has 
been advanced in our far-Southern commonwealth to appro- 
priate one cent of the four-cent tax imposed on every gallon | 
of gas sold in the state to provide an advertising fund for 
the exploitation of Florida. 

: Innocuous as this may sound, it is one of the most 
sinister proposals advanced in a long time. The only 
shadow of justice behind any motor fuel tax lies in the 
expenditure of all the funds so realized in highway 
maintenance and development. The claim that those 
who get the use of the roads should contribute to their 
building is not without merit. Indeed, there is no great 

x objection to the gas tax when all the money raised by tt 
~ ig spent on road building. 

It has been a constant fight to make state legislators 
understand this. In every state from time to time proposals 
are made for diverting all or part of the gas tax to other 
objects than highways. -Some states do use this money for 
public school maintenance and for other ends, entirely praise- 
worthy in themselves, but with no earthly right to draw upon 
fuel tax funds. No state has as yet diverted gas tax money 
to so far-fetched an object as general state advertising. No 
state should ever be allowed to do so. The time to kill this 
movement is NOW, before it gains headway. C. A. Vane, 
general manager of the National Automobile Dealers Asso- | 
ciation, in a letter to the proponents of Florida’s idea, sums} 
up the situation admirably :— : 

“You are attempting to establish a principle in taxation, 
which, if carried to its logical conclusion, would ultimately 
result in the wrecking of this business or any other business 
which for the moment happened to appeal to the choice of 
the lawmakers as being a fit subject for such special 
taxation.”

ORE than half the cars sold in this country cost .the

EUROPE TURNING 
TO AUTOMOBILES 


No Longer Considers 
Motors as Luxury, 
Says Johnson 


New York, Oct. 23.—Europe is 
finding the automobile to be a 
major unit in transportation, 
and the growth of motor, use 
abroad is just on the threshold 
of expansion, in the opinion of 
Dyke Johnson, secretary of the 
U. S. official delegation to the 
international road congress re- 
cently held in Milan, Italy. 

The delegation, which was com- 


posed of highway officials and 
representatives of the motor in- 
dustry, returned to the United 
States this week after visiting 
England and the Continent to 
study the road problems there. 
The Johnson views on the 
automobile situation are given 


in his report to the National 
Automboile Chamber of Com- 
merce, of which he is Washing- 
ton representative. More roads, 
lower tariffs and lower taxes are 
the primary needs of motor 
transportation abroad, he states. 

Public demand is removing the 
automobile from the luxury class 
with the result that there will be 
a wider popular support for meas- 
ures helpful to motor transport. 
There is an increasing tendency on 
the continent for persons to drive 
their own cars, doing away with 
the expense of chauffeurs. 

In spite of the slowness of finan- 
cial recovery in Europe automobile 
sales this year have made excep- 
tional strides. 

“In the Scandinavian countries,” 
Mr. Johnson says, “the American 
automobf{le continues to be the 
favorite which it always has been, 
and 90 per cent. of the imported 
cars are being purchased from 
America. In the central European 
countries like Austria and Ger- 
many, unfavorable conditions have 
made for slower sales in all motor 
vehicles, and in the case of Ger- 
many the motor manufacturers 
particularly are making every ef- 
fort to get things into a position 
to compete with the American 
product. 

“The chief barriers to future 
sales of motor vehicles appear to be 
the need for road development and, 
in some countries, for lower taxes. 
Everywhere there is an active and

“Disagreement arises when 
the means of administering such 
regulation is discussed, although 
it is entirely probable that this 
will be handled by state authori- 
ties acting as the agencies of the 
I. C. C. Where states do not act, 
the commission undoubtedly 
vould be authorized to exercise 
its authority as well as retaining 
appellate jurisdiction. 

“Some of the larger common Car- 
rier truckers, with regular routes 
and schedules, favor regulation to 
keep out the competition of other 
common carriers and also favor the 
curtailing of the contract carriers. 
The amount of common carrier in- 
terstate trucking, however, has 
been shown to be negligible, prob- 
ably less than 1 per cent. of the 
total truck movement. 

“Throughout the hearings the 
rail lines have stressed the loss of 
passenger and short haul business. . 
The volume of evidence, however, 
is now almost overwhelmingly to 
the effect that the passenger busi- 
ness has_ been largely lost to the 
private passenger automobile at 
same time that the privately owned 
and operated motor truck has been 
taking over the short haul freight 
business. 

“On the other hand there is a 
growing feeling among railroad 
men that the motor truck is much 
more of an asset than a liability 
because it is bringing much more 
tonnage than it is taking away.
